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Mr.  Henry  Wideman  built  this  beautiful  cut 
stone  house  on  his  farm  Vs  mile  south  of  Dixon  Hill 
on  Lot  28,  rear  of  the  seventh  concession  of  Mark¬ 
ham  Township  in  the  year  1856.  It  is  now  owned 
by  his  son  Martin  Wideman  who  is  seen  in  the 
picture,  standing  on  the  veranda. 
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In  the  year  1764  Ludwig  Hoover  left 
Germany,  came  to  United  States,  and  settled  in 
Lancaster,  Penn.  He  had  four  sons.  Martin.  John, 
Daniel  and  Christian.  It  is  believed  Martin  Hoover 
married  Elizebeth  Shaffer  (some  say  Baker)  and 
they  had  one  son  Christian  born,  1784.  Christian 
Hoover  married  Maria  Troyer,  born  1789,  and  to 
them  were  born  seven  children.  David  Hoover 
married  Miss  Wismer.  Abraham  Hoover  married 
Elizebeth  Cook.  Sarah  Hoover  married  Jacob 
Sneider.

Henry  Wideman  and  wife  commenced  farm¬ 
ing  a  half  mile  south  of  Dixons  Hill,  in  Markham 
Township.  Logging  bees  were  necessary  to  clear  the 
land.  This  task  formed  the  early  life  work  of  these 
sturdy  pioneers,  whose  stout  hearts  did  not  fail, 
until  the  land  was  cleared  and  the  home  built.  The 
stone  house  is  still  a  monument  to  their  persever- 
ence  and  untiring  efforts. 

Grandmother  visited  her  children  once  a 
year  and  never  disappointed  her  grand  children 
who  learned  to  look  for  white  loaf  sugar  and  raisins 
Her  favorite  hymn  was  “Behold  the  Bridegroom 
Cometh.” 

Her  last  days  were  spent  in  reading  her 
German  Bible  and  helping  in  general.  Her  kindness 
will  always  be  remembered  by  all  those  that 
came  in  contact  with  her.  Well  may  her  children 
rise  up  and  call  her  blessed.  She  died  on  her  birth¬ 
day,  February  16,  1897.  Her  children  were  all 

members  of  the  Mennonite  church  and  loyal 
supporters. 
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The  four  sons  were  all  industrious  farmers 
energetic,  men  of  their  word,  very  honest,  and  lav 
abiding  citizens. 

The  daughters  were  all  good  home  makers. 
They  were  industrious  and  proud  of  their  excellent 
homes  which  they  created.  Each  possessed  good 
gardens,  and  these  daughters  with  their  beautiful 
pious  lives  were  greatly  loved  and  respected.  They 
always  maintained  the  hospitable  ways  of  the 
pioneer,  and  no  friend  or  stranger  ever  left  their 
home  with  empty  stomach.  It  is  gratifying  to  note 
that  these  high  qualities  of  these  early  home 
makers  has  been  instilled  in  the  grandchildren,  such 
instincts  being  noticeable  in  the  present  day 
descendants.
